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PREFACE. 


'T^HE  Nature  and  Caufes  of  Dropfies, 
have  been  inveftigated  at  large, 
and  the  Indications  of  Cure  clearly 
laid  down,  by  many  eniinent  Writers; 
in  particular  by  Boerhaaye,  Hoffman, 
and  Cullen,  in  their  general  Syftems  of 
Pradice;  and  by  Monro,  Wilks,  and 
Others,  in  Effays  profeffedly  written 
upon  the  Subjed.    But  the  Indication 
of  the  moji  Importance,  that  of  evacu 
ating  the  Waters  by  the  Ufe  of  Medi- 
cines, has  in  general,  been  attended 
with  the  great^ft  Difhculty. 

Diaphoretics,  Sudorifics,  and  Siala- 
gogues,  have  very  feldom  produced 
the  dchred  Effed    Emetics  and  Purga- 
tives, 
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lives,  have  fometimes  been  fuccefsful 
in  carrying  off  the  Waters  ;  but,  much 
oftener,  have  only  diniinifhed  theiri  to 
a  certain  Degree,  and  for  a  fhoft  Time : 
becaufe  the  Debility  which  they  occa- 
fion,  is  found  to  difpofe  the  Habit 
more  ftrbngly  to  a  Reaccumulation  of 
eixtravafated  Fluids.  Which  Confide- 
ration,  may  juftly  render  it  doubtful, 
whether  upon  the  whole  more  Harm 
than  Good,  has  not  been  done  by  thefe 
Medicines,  ,  in  the  Treatment  of  Dropr 
fical  Patients. 

But  the  fame  Objedion  cannot  rear 
fonably  be  made  againft  thelJfe  of  Diu- 
retics ;  becaufe  they  feem  to  produce 
^heir  Effexfts,  without  inducing  Debili? 
ty  :  and  therefore  are  the  only  Clafs  of 
Ev^uants,  which  Authors  have  una- 
nimoufly  agreed  to  recommend  ;  an4 

yet 
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yet  the  flrongeft  Advocates  for  Diure- 
tics, acknowledge  the  Uncertainty  of 
jtheir  Operation.  . 

Dr.  Cullen  in  his  Syftem  of  Fradice 
lately  publiQied,  after  having  allowed 
the  Propriety  of  diuretic  Medicines  in 
jt he  Treatment  of  Dropfics,  has  ^dded, 

 "  It  happens,  however,  unluckily, 

"  that  none  of  them  ^re  of  very  certain 

operation;"  t 

Induced  by  thefe  Confiderations,  the 
Author  of  the  following  Reports  has 
made  Trial  of  a  greater  Variety  of  diu- 
retic Medicines  in  Dropfical  Cafes, 
than  have  generally  been  ufed  in 
Hopes  of  finding  fome  one,  more 
efficacious    than  the  Reft  :    and  he

flatters  himfelf,  he  may  recommend,  as 
fuch,  the  celebrated  Indian  Plant  com=- 
monly  called  Tobacco. 

A  Paragraph,  in  the  third  Volume 
of  Dr.  Duncan's  very  valuable  medi*- 
cal  Commentaries,  firft  induced  him 
to'adminifter  Tobacco.  It  was  Part 
of  a  Letter,  from  Dr.  Garden  of 
Charles  Town,  South  Carolina,  to  Dr. 
Hope  of  Edinburgh  ;  wherein  he  fays 
— ; — "  Here  we  ufe  with  iurprizingly 
"  great  efficacy,  in  dropfical  cafes,  th? 

alkaline  fixed  fait  of  tobacpo,  Scc."  -|. 

On  reading  this  Account,  it  occur- 
red to  him,  that  if  this  Salt  was  en- 
dued with  any  medicinal  Virtue,  fu- 
perior  to  that  of  the  common  fixed  ve-r 

getable 
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getable  Alkali  (the  Ufe  of  which  in 
Dropfies,  has  long  been  well  known 
to  Phyficians)  it  muft  arife  from  fome 
Property  inherent  in  Tobacco,  and 
which  perhaps  had  not  been  wholly  de- 
ftroyed  by  the  Adion  of  Fire  ;  and  if 
fo,  why  not  try  the  Plant  itfelf  ? 

It  appears,  from  the  Hiflory  of  this 
Plant,  that  it  was  hrft  introduced  into 
Europe  by  Monfieur  Nicot,  from  the 
Ifland  of  Tobago,  about  the  Year  1560: 
and  that  various  medicinal  Properties 
have  been  attributed  to  it,  at  different 
Times,  efpecially  by  foreign  Phyfi- 
cians. But,  from  whatever  Caufe  it  has 
happened,  the  Generality  of  Writers 
on  the  Materia  Medica,  have  fpoken  of 
it,  with  great  Caution  and  Referve  ; 
and  for  the  moft  Part  have  concluded 
their  Remarks  by  declaring  it,  either 

obfolete. 
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ohjolde,  or  fo  uncertain,  violent,  and 
deleterious,  in  its  Effects,  as  tG»  render 
its  Exhibition  unadvifable. 

And  indeed  thefe  Notions  of  the 
Plant  have  fo  far  prevailed,  that  (ex- 
cepting now  and  then  by  Way  of  Clyf- 
ter)  the  internal  Ufe  of  Tobacco,  may 
fairly  be  confidered  as  having  no  Place 
in  modern  Pradice. 

Thefe  Confiderations  however,  have 
in  nowife  difcouraged  the  Author  of 
the  following  Sheets,  from  commencing 
an  Enquiry,  into  the  medicinalEflfeds  of 
Tobacco and  being  refolved  to  give  a 
faithful  Account,  of  his  own  Experi- 
ence and  Obfervations,  he  has  conduct- 
ed the  Inveftigation  thereof,  with  the 
fame  Caution  and  Diligence,  as  if  the 
Subjed  had  never  been  before  treated. 

Each 
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Each  Cafe  has  been  particularly  de- 
fcribed,  and  a  Report  has  been  made  of 
the  Effeds  of  the  Medicine  upon  every 
Patient. 

The  Refult  of  this  Enquiry^  has 
afforded  him  very  favourable  Ideas 
upon  the  Subje6l  :  and  he  hopes  to 
prove,  by  a  confiderable  Number  of 
Fads,  that  Tobacco  may  (under  pro- 
per Regulations)  be  adminiflered  (inter- 
nally, not  only  as  a  fafe,  but  as  an  ef- 
ficacious, and  valuable  Remedy  ;  ef- 
pecially,  as  a  powerful  Diuretic,  in  Cafes 
of  Dropfies  and  Dyfuries.  This  Pro- 
perty, among  the  vaft  Number  that 
have  been  attributed  to  it,feems  fcarce- 
ly  to  have  been  hinted  at  by  Authors. 

A  Medicine  polfefTing  this  Quality  in 
an  eminent  Degree,  has  long  been  ac- 
knowledged to  be  a  Defid era-turn  in 

Phyfic  ; 
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Phyfic  J  and  let  it  be  confidered  as  a 
further  Recommendation,  that  it  is 
found  in  a  Vegetable.  Becaufe  the  PrO" 
du6i:ions  of  Nature,  are  generally  cori' 
Jtant  and  uniform  ;  while  thofe  of  Art, 
are  too  often  variable  and  uncertain, ; 
which  is  the  Cafe  in  fome  of  our  moft 
powerful  chemical  Remedies. 

In  drawing  up  the  fublequent 
Cafes,  the  Author  being  defirous,  to 
avoid  the  Prolixity  of  Repetition,  and 
the  Obfcurity  of  extreme  Brevity,  has 
only  given  a  few  Cafes  at  large  ;  but 
has  added  Others  in  an  abflraded 
Form  J  in  which,  he  has  attempted  to 
concentrate  all  that  was  ufeful  in  each. 
The  Former  will  afford  a  fufficient  Spe- 
cimen of  the  Method  and  Cure,  with 
which  the  Originals  of  the  abftraded 
Ones  have  been  colleded  i  and  enable

the  Reader  to  form  a  tolerable  Judg- 
ment, of  the  Degree  of  Credit,  to  which 
the  whole  is  intitled. 

If  the  following  Reports  fhould  be 
favourably  received  by  the  Public,  it 
will  encourage  the  Author  to  lay  be- 
fore them  (upon  the  fame  Plan)  an 
Account  of  fome  other  Medicines, 
which  from  his  own  Experience,  he 
has  found  efficacious  in  different  Dif- 
eafes,

CASE  I. 

Dropfical  Swellings  of  the  Legs,  of  five 
Months  Continuance,  much  relieved  by 
taking  an  Infufion  o/"  Tobacco,  for  nine 
Days, 

APRIL  gth.  1784. 

WILLIAM  BAYLEY,  of  New- 
caftle  under  Line,  a  Journey- 
man Hatter,  aged  36,  an  In-Patient. 
He  is  affeded  with  very  large  drop- 
fical Swellings,  of  his  Legs  and  Feet, 
which,  when  he  is  fatigued  by  work- 
ing at  his  Bufinefs,  extend  to  his 
Thighs.  His  Belly,  and  fuperior  Parts 
are  not  at  all  fwelled  :  his  Urine,  of 
which  he  makes  about  a  Pint  in  a 

B  Night 
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Night,  is  of  a  natural  Colour  :  his 
Body  is  regularly  open,  and  A.ppetite 
good.  He  has  ufed  no  Medicines,  ex- 
cept three  Dofes  of  purging  Phyfic, 
from  which  he  has  received  no  Relief. 
The  Swellings  came  on  without  any 
apparent  Caufe,  about  five  Months 
ago. 

Ordered  to  take  at  Bed  time, a  Pill  of  Jive 
grains  of  Calomel,  and  in  the  Morning,  a 
purging  Draught,  of  half  an  Ounce  of 
Glauber  s  Salts,  diffolved  in  two  Ounces  of 
the  Infufion  of  Sena,  half  an  Ounce  of  the 
TinBure  of  Senu  being  added  to  the  Solu- 
tion, 

April  loth. 

He  has  had  eight  or  ten  Stools  from 
the  Pill,  and  Draught  ;  but  the  Swel- 
lings of  his  Legs  are  not  diminifhed. 

Ordered  to  take  in  an  Ounce  of  Water, 
fifteen  Drops  of  an  Infufion  of  Tobacco  t 
to  morrow  Morning,  twenty  two  at  four  in 
the  Afternoon,  and  thirty  at  Night  going 
to  bed, 

April 
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IN  Cases  of  dropsy.  ? 
April  12th. 

He  took  the  three  Dofes  yefterday, 
as  direded,and  had  three  Stools,  which 
was  one  more  than  ordinary,  and  with- 
out the  leaf!  Sicknefs,  or  Uneafmefs.  He 
pafled  two  Pints  of  Urine  in  the  Night, 
having  been  ufed  to  make  only  one. 
His  Legs  are  rather  lels  fwelled  ;  but 
are  very  pafty  up  to  the  Calves. 

-  Ordered  to  repeat  the  Infufwn  in  Wafer, 
twice  a  Day,  beginning  with  thirty  five 
Drops,  and  adding  from  five  to  ten  Drops 
to  each  Dofe,  uJitil  a  Senfation  of  Sicknefs 
is  produced, 

April  i4Lh, 

He  has  taken  the  Infufion  regularly, 
the  laft  Dofe  of  which  was  feventy  five 
Drops,  without  perceiving  either  Sick' 
nefs,  or  any  other  EfFed:,  except  a  flight 
Heat  in  the  Throat,  impiediately  after 
fwallowing  it.  He  had  three  Stools 
Yefterday  :  his  Urine  is  become  pale, 
and  increafed  in  Quantity,  and  he  paf- 
fed  four  Pints  laft  Night.  The  dropfi- 
cal  Swellings  are  evidently  diminiflied. 

V>  2  Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  from  Jeventy  five  Drops^ 
to  one  hundred  and  twenty^  or  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  of  the  Jvfufiori  twice  a  Day. 

April  17  th. 

He  has  gradually  increafed  the  Me- 
dicine, to  the  Amount  of  qne  hundred 
and  feventy  five  Drops  in  the  laft  Dofe.. 
It  operated  as  a  ftrong  Diuretic,  and 
gentle  Laxative;  and  produced  a  flight 
Giddinefs  twice,  for  the  Space  of  half 
an  Hour.  The  Quantity  of  Urine  ex- 
ceeds that  of  the  Liquids  taken:  he  has 
paffed  four  Pints  each  of  the  two  laft 
Nights,  and  has  had  three  Stools  daily. 
The  Swellings  of  his  Legs  continue  to 
leflen. 

Ordered  to  take  two  hundred  Drops  of 
the  Infufion,  tzuice  a  Day,  in  an  Ounce  of 
a  Cordial  Julep,  ^ 

April  19th, 

^he  Medicine  fat  eafy,  and  was  felt 
warm  at  the  Stomach  ;  the  Urine  e- 
qually  copious,  and  Stools  the  fame  as 
before  ;  his  Legs  not' at  all  fwelled  in  a 

Morning 
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Morning,  and  very  little  at  Night. 

7he  Infufion  and  'Julep  were  continued. 

April  2ifl, 

He  was  fick  laft  Night,  and  this 
Morning,  and  threw  up  the  Medicine 
both  Times  :  his  Stools  and  Urine  the 
fame  :  his  Legs  continue  better  ;  but 
flill  are  a  little  fwelled  towards  Night. 

Ordered  to  take  only  one  hundred  and 
fifty  Drops  of  the  Infufion,  in  the  Julep 
twice  a  Day, 

April  2  4t^j 

The  Medicine  fat  eafy  on  the  Sto- 
mach ;  but  his  Urine  is  not  quite  fo 
free  :  his  Legs  are  rather  more  fwelled 
towards  Night,  and  a  little  in  a  Morn- 
ing. 

He  was  ordered  to  continue  the  Infufion 
and  Julep,  with  the  Addition  of  thirty 
Drops  of  d  ftrong  Lixivium  of  Jar  tar,  in 
each  Dofe  twice  a  Day. 

April  26th, 

He  has  been  fick  with  the  Medicine 
each  Morning,  and  threw  it  up  once: 
his  Urine  is  not  fo  copious,  and  his 
Legs  are  rather  more  fwelled. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of 
the  Infufion,  with  twelve  Grains  of  the  fix- 
ed vegetable  Alkali ,  in  a  Dofe  of  the  Julep 
twice  a  Day, 

April  28th. 

His  Urine  is  not  increafed,  and  his 
Legs  are  much  the  fame. 

He  was  ordered  to  omit  the  Alkaline  Salt, 
and  to  take  from  one  hundred  and  twenty, 
to  two  hundred  Drops  of  the  Infufion,  in 
the  Julep  twice  a  Day, 

May,  ift, 

He  took  the  Drops  one  Day,  and 
his  Stomach  and  Bowels  becoming  un- 
eafy,  a  Purging  enfued  \  and  he  has 
taken  no  more  fmce  :  his  Legs  are 
niuch  the  fame  as  for  two  Reports 
pafl;  but  much  better  upon  the  whole, 
the  Swellings  being  now  trifling. 

Ihe  Medicines  ordered  to  be  omittid.

Job  kite,  a  Soldier,  aged  24, 
^  an  In  Patient.  ^His  Legs  have  been 
dropfieal  near  eight  Weeks,  and  \^ere 
very  much  fvvelled  laft  Night.  He  has 
had  an  Ague  twenty  fix  Weeks,  but  the 
Fits  have  been  flopped  feventeen  Days, 
by  the  Ufe  of  Medicines,  which  were 
only  finifhed  a  few  Days  ago.  His  Face 
is  pale,  Habit  cachedic,  and  Belly  ra- 
ther fwelled  :  his  Urine  is  in  tolerable 
Quantity,  Appetite  good,  and  Stools 
regular. 

Ordered  to  take  one  Hundred  Drops  of 
the  Infufion,  in  an  Ounce  of  the  Cordial 
Julep  every  Night, 

April  21  ft, 

The  Infufion  made  him  fqueamilh 
laft  Night  for  a  quarter  of  an  Hour, 
and  he  was  fomewhat  hot  and  reftlefs 
afterwards.     He  has  had  three  eafy 

Stools 
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Stools  fince  yefterday,  and  made  a 
greater  Quantity  of  Water  both  Nights. 
The  fwelling  of  the  Belly  quite  gone, 
and  that  of  the  Legs  much  fubfided. 

Ordered  to  take  one  Hundred  and  fifty 
Drops  of  the  In/ufon,  in  the  Julep  twice 
a  Day. 

April  24th, 

The  Infufion  made  him  rather  fick, 
and  hot,  and  caufed  him  to  fweat.  His 
Urine  ftill  increafed,  and  the  Swellings 
of  his  Legs  ftill  leflened. 

The  Medicines  continued. 

April  26th, 

The  Infuhon  makes  him  rather  fick, 
for  about  an  Hour  ;  alfo  hot  and  reft- 
lefs  in  the  Night  Time,  although  fome- 
what  drowfy.  He  makes  about  five 
Pints  of  Urine  every  Night,  ufed  to 
make  only  half  that  Quantity,  and  has 
drunk  no  more  than  ordinary.  The 
Swellings  of  his  Legs  are  intirely  gone; 
his  Appetite  very  good,  and  he  finds 
himfelf  ftronger. 


Ordered 
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Ordered  to  omit  the  Infafion  and  Julep, 
audio  take  a  Dram  of  the  bitter  TinEture,  ;|: 
with  thirty  Drops  of  the  compound  Spirits 
of  Lavender,  in  an  Ounce  of  Water  twice 
a  Day, 

April  28th, 

No  Return  of  Swellings,  although  he 
does  not  make  fo  much  Urine,  by  one 
quarter  Part  in  a  Night,  fmce  he  omit- 
ted the  Infufion.    No  Complaints.

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attended  with  a  large  Expedoration,  a 
Difficulty  of  Breathing,  and  a  Pain  in 
his  Breaft.  His  Urine  is  fcanty  ;  but 
not  high  coloured:  hehasloft  Flefh,  and 
is  very  feeble  ;  his  Appetite  js  bad, 
and  Pulfe  weak ;  he  i?  thirfty,  and  lovy 
fpirited  ;  his  fleep  is  tplerable,  and 
Stools  regular.  He  has  taken  a  Vomit, 
and  two  Dofes  of  purging  Phyfic  v\ith- 
out  Pvelief. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of 
the  Infufion  every  Night,  and  fifty  every 
Morning  in  a  little  Water. 

May  2d. 

He  has  taken  fix  Dofes  of  the  Infur 
fion,  which  agreed  well,  and  occafioned 
feveral  eafy  loofe  Stools:  his  Urine  is 
alfo  fenfibly  increafed,  and  his  Belly, 
Thighs,  and  Legs  much  decreafed  ; 
his  Cough,  Relpiration  and  Stortiach 
are  relieved,  and  his  Spirits  better. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty five  Drops  of  the  Infufion  every  Night, 
and  one  hundred  every  Morning  in  a 
little  Water, 


May 
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May  6th. 

He  has  paffed  three  Pints  of  Urine, 
and  has  had  one  or  two  loofe  Stools, 
every  twenty  four  hours.  The  Swel- 
lings of  his  Belly,  and  Thighs  are  to- 
tally gone,  and  thofe  of  his  Legs  are 
only  perceptible  towards  the  Evening. 

Ordered  to  continue  the  Infufion,  • 

May  i6th. 

The  Infufion  was  finifhed  in  four 
t)ays,  proved  as  diuretic,  and  laxative 
as  before,  and  he  has  had  no  Swellings, 
Cough,  nor  Shortnefs  of  Breath  fmce  : 
his  Appetite  is  better,  and  Strength  in-^ 
creafed.

A  confirmed  general  Drop/y,  in  a  fcrophu- 
lous  Habit, 

MAY    14th,  1784. 

SAMUEL  SHENTON,  of 
Moor  Heath,  in  the  Parifh  of  Leigh, 
aged  37.  He  is  ftrongly  afFeded  with 
drop^ical  Swellings,  and  his  Face  and 
Neck  fo  much  tumified,  that  he  cannot 
■lie^oWn  without  Danger  of  Suffocation. 
:The  Abdomen  is  enlarged,  and  the  Scro- 
tum, Thighs,  Legs,  and  Feet. are  fwel- 
Jed  to  a  vaft  Size.  His  Urine  is  little 
more  than  half  a  Pint  in  twenty  four 
Hours  ;  although  he  drinks  from  three 
to  four  Pints  of  Liquids  in  a  Day.  He 
coughs  and  fpits  much,  and  hath  great 
Difficulty  of  Breathing.  He  is  extreme- 
ly weak,  andthirfty;  his  Appetite  great- 
ly impaired,  his  Body  much  bound, 
and  Feet  very  cold  :  he  has  been  affect- 
ed with  carious  Ulcers  on  his  left  Hand, 
and  right  Foot,  for  five  Years  paft.  The 
dropfical  Symptoms,  which  are  of  four 
Months  continuance,  fucceeded  a  ter- 
tian Fever. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of 
the  Infufion,  in  an  Ounce  of  Water,  twice  a 
Day  ;  and  two  Mercurial  Purging  Pills,  f 
•whenever  the  Body  is  cojlive,  Advifed  alfo 
to  make  Ufe  of  a  more  nourijhing  Diet, 

May  19th, 

The  Infufion  produced  a  Giddinefs, 
with  a  flight  Naufea,  and  caufed  an  a- 
mazing  Increafe  of  Urine,  which  conti- 
nues. All  the  Swellings,  except  that  of 
the  Abdomen,  are  much  reduced  ;  and 
he  can  now  lie  down  to  fleep.  He  has 
taken  the  purging  Pills,  and  had  two 
Stools  with  each  Dofe. 

Ordered  to  take  from  one  hundred  ^  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  Drops  of  the  Infujion,  in 
Water,  twice  a  Day,  and  to  continue  his 
Pills,  and  Regimen, 

May  25th, 

He  has  taken  the  Infufion  regularly, 
and  enlarged  the  Dofe  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  Drops,  and  found  his  Urine  in- 
creafed  in  Proportion.  One  Evening, 
he  took  two  hundred  Drops,  which 

made 
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tnade  him  fick,  with  confiderable  Gid- 
dinefs,  and  Pain  acrofs  his  Eyes:  during 
theJMight,  he  paffed  lour  Pints  of  U- 
rine.  The  upper  Extremities  are  en- 
tirely free  from  Swellings,  excepting  a- 
bout  the  Hand  afFeded  with  carious 
Ulcers.  The  Scrotum  is  quite  reduced, 
and  the  Sizie  of  the  Belly  nearly  fo.  The 
Legs  and  Thighs,  although  ftili  fwelled, 
are  much  reduced.  His  Body  was  o- 
pened  by  two  of  the  purging  Pills,  the 
former  Part  of  the  Week  ;  and  has 
lince  been  kept  fo  by  the  Infufion, 
which  feems  to  affed  his  Head  moft  in 
a  Morning.

Nio-ht,  and  one  hundred  every  Morn- 
in|  for  three  Days.  Their  Operation 
was  diuretic,  accompa^ied  with  flight 
Giddinefs,  and  Naufea.

J  ford,  aged  42,  cured  of  dropfical 
Swellings  of  the  Legs  of  two  Years  and 
a  half  continuance,  (much  aggravated 
hy  a  Stroke  of  the  Palfy  twenty  feyen 
Months  ago,)  chiefly  by  taking  fifty 
Drops  of  the  Infufion,  twice  a  Day  for 
eleven  Days.  It  operated  as  a  Diuretic, 
Diaphoretic,  and  Laxative,  attended 
with  a  flight  Naufea,  and  Giddinefs. 
The  Cure  was  alfo  aflifted  by  the  Ufe 
of  Bandages. 


CASE  XX. 

WALTER  OSBORN,  of 
Leek,  aged  30,  an  In  Patient, 
cured  of  a  dropfical  Swelling  of  his  Leg, 
of  two  Years  Continuance,  chiejly  by 
taking  eight  Pills  ofTobacco,l|  at  three 
Dofes,  in  the  Space  of  a  few  Hours;  and 
one  hundred  Drops  of  the  Infufion, 
Tindurc,  or  Wine  of  Tobacco  every 

Night, 
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Night,  and  fevfenty  five  Drops  every 
Morning  for  ten  Days.  Their  Opera- 
tion was  ftrongly  diuretic,  attended 
with  flight  Naufea,  and  Giddinefs. 
The  Cure  was  alfo  aflfifted  by  the  Ufe 
of  Bandages. 


CASE  XXI. 

J^ARY  BETTONY,  aged  61, 
an  Out  Patient,  affli<5led  with  a 
confirmed  general  Dropfy,  accompani- 
ed with  great  Debility,  for  which  flie 
took  one  hundred  Drops  of  the  Infufi- 
on,  in  an  Ounce  of  the  Cordial  Julep, 
twice  a  Day  for  eight  Days.  It  pro* 
duced  a  flight  Naufea,  but  no  other 
Effed  i  and  was  attended  with  no  Re-* 
lief. 


CASE  XXII. 

CHARLES  NICOLS,  be- 
tween 60  and  70  Years  of  Age,  an 

Out 
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Out  Patient,  was  afflicted  with  an  Afci- 
tesofmany  Months  Continuance,  and 
took  for  fourteen  Days,  with  Intervals, 
from  one  hundred  to  four  hundred 
Drops  of  the  Infufion  twice  a  Day, 
without  receiving  any  Benefit.  It  pro^ 
duced  no  Evacuation,  nor  any  fenfible 
Effed,  except  a  Head  Ach,  by  two  or 
three  of  the  largeft  Dofes. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

THE  Cafe  of  William  Bayley,  being 
the  firft,  in  which  the  Infufion  of 
Tobacco  was  adminiftered,  it  was  ne- 
ceffary  to  begin  with  fmall  Dofes,  and 
to  augment  them  gradually.  It  de- 
ferves  Notice,  that  its  diuretic  Effeds 
were  perceptible,  by  the  Time  the  Pa- 
tient had  taken  the  third  Dofe,  which 
was  thirty  Drops,  and  that  his  Urine 
continued  progrefTively  to  increafe,  till 
he  had  taken  one  hundred  and  feventy 
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five  at  a  Dofe  j  that  he  had  every  Day 
an  eafy  Stool  extraordinary ;  that 
there  was  no  other  fingular  Eflfed,  ex- 
cept a  flight  Vertigo  twice,  during  the 
firft  nine  Days  ;  at  the  End  of  which, 
the  Swellings  were  almoftentirely  gone; 
and  that  the  largeftDofe  of  the  Infufion, 
(  two  hundred  Drops,)  produced  not 
the  leaft  alarming  or  deleterious  Effect, 
either  on  the  vital,  or  animal  Fundi- 
ons. 

The  Circumftances  thus  far,  were  as 
flattering  as  could  well  attend  the  firft 
Trial  ot  an  adivc  Medicine.  It  is  true 
the  larger  Dofes  of  it,  after  the  Period 
mentioned,  did  not  feem  to  agree  fo 
well,  efpecially  when  combined  with 
the  Lixivium  and  fixed  alkaline  Salt. 

The  diuretic  EfFeds  however  of  the 
Jnfufion  were  fo  far  confpicuous,  as  to 
determine  me  in  my  Intention  of  mak'^ 
ing  further  Trials  of  it,  as  foon  as  any 
other  proper  Cafes  fhould  occur. 

With  Regard  to  this  Patient,  his  Sto- 
flfiach  having  become  fqueamiih,  and 
'  Bowels 
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Bowel?  irritable,  the  Swellings  of  his 
Legs  trifling,  and  he  able  to  return  to 
his  Work,  it  appeared  moft  advifable 
wholly  to  omit  his  Medicines. 

The  Lixivium  and  Salt  were  added 
to  the  Infufion  in  this  Cafe,  upon  the 
Suppofition,  that  the  fixed  vegetable 
Alkali  had  had  a  confide rable  Share  in 
the  Succefs  of  thc:  Medicine,  faid  to 
have  been  given  in  South  Carolina. 
But  from  a  Number  of  Fads,  I  am 
now  convinced,  that  I  was  right  in  my 
firft  Coryedure,  on  reading  that  Ac- 
count in  the  Medical  Commentaries  ; 
and  that  the.  Salt  of  Tobacco,  which 
they  made  Ufe  piF,  (efpecially  if  it  was 
adminiftered  unfeparated  from  the 
Afhes,)  was  not  a  pure  fixed  vegetable 
Alkali  J  but  .  a  vegetable  Salt,  partak- 
ing more  or  lefs  of  the  native  Virtues 
of  the  Plant. 

The  diuretic  EfFe6ls  of  the  Infufion, 
in  the  two  following  Cafes  were  very 
pointed,  and  fuccefsful.  In  that  of 
Job  Kite, the  dr6pfical  Symptoms,  [froni 

which 
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which  the  Abdomen  was  not  exempt,) 
were  combined  with  a  very  cachedic^ 
Habit,  caufed  by  the  long  Continuance 
of  an  obftinate  Ague;  and  in  that  of 
William  Marfhall,  conneded  with  old 
Age,  Cough,  and  Shortnefs  of  Breath. 

The  EfFeds  of  the  Infufion  were  not 
a  little  furprizing,  in  the  Cafe  of  Sam- 
uel Shenton  j  for  although  it  did  not 
terminate  fuccefsfuUy;  yet  the  jmmenfe 
Quantity  of  Waters  was  almoft  \^  holly 
evacuated,  in  a  very  fhort  Time,  by  the 
powerful  Operation  of  the  Medicine. 
Nor  was  it  at  all  wonderful,  that  a  Re- 
accumulation  of  extravafated  Fluids, 
(hould  afterwards  take  Place  in  afiabit, 
which,  from  a  deep  rooted  Scrophula 
of  five  Years,  was  affeded  with  lym- 
phatic Obftrudions  and  great  general 
Debility;  nor  that  the  Stomach  Ihould 
at  laft  rejed  the  Medicine,  in  a  Confli- 
tution  fo  much  exhaufted, 

The  Cafe  of  Jane  Rufhton,  was  the 
moft  fuccefsful  and  fatisfadory  of  the 
Kind,  I  ever  treated  ;  for  the  drophcaj, 
Diftention  of  her  Body,  (although  a  ve- 

Q  ry 
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ry  little  Woman,)  was  reduced  without 
any  fatiguingOperation,  tenlnches  and 
a  Qiiarterin  Circumference.  The  Cure, 
through  the  whole  Progrefs  of  the 
Treatment,  flrongly  correlponded  with 
the  diuretic  EfFeds  6i  the  Medicine  ;  it 
was  fpecdy,  radical,  and  permanent. 

The  Cafe  of  Mrs.  B  was  alfo  ve- 
ry fuccefsfut,  the  Operation  of  the  Me- 
dicines were  effedual,  and  her  Recove- 
ry was  completed  in  a  ftiort  Time.  I 
have  fa  id  cured  ckiefly  by  the  Infufion  ; 
becaule  I  allow  the  Cream  of  Tartar  to 
Jhave  done  fo me  Service;  but  as  the 
chief  Increafe  of  the  Urine,  always  cor- 
refponded  with  the  Exhibition  of  the 
infufion,  which  was  (as  ufual  in  other 
Cafes,  accompanied  with  a  flight  Ver- 
tigo, it  appears  very  reafonable  to  con- 
clude, that  the  principal  Share  of  the 
iCure  was  owing'  to  the  Tobacco.  The. 
Medicine  in  which  it  was  adminiftered, 
J  confider  as  no  more  than  a  coinciding 
Vehicle,  prefcribed  for  the  Occafion; 
and  therefore  have  not  thought  it  of 
Confequence  enough  to  be  inferted  in 
the  Chapter  of  f'ormulae.   Tjie  Propria 

eiy 
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ety  of  exhibiting  Steel  and  Wine,  (after 
the  Evacuation  of  the  Waters,)  in  or- 
der to  flrengthen  the  Conftitution,  and 
prevent  a  Relapfe,  muft  be  obvious  ro 
every  one,  acquainted  with  the  Nature 
ofDropfies. 

The  Anafarca,  or  general  Dropfy  of 
Thomas  Wooldridge,  had  not  proceed- 
ed to  fo  dangerous  a  Degree;  the  Cure 
however,  ferves  toeftablifh  the  Efficacy 
of  the  Medicine.  It  was  obfervable 
that  the  diuretic  Effed  of  the  Infufion 
did  not  take  Place  the  firft  two  Days, 
that  it  began  to  operate  on  the  third, 
and  that  the  Urine  continued  to  in- 
creafe  for  feveral  Days;  then  remained 
copious,  and  the  Cure  was  progreflive. 
The  griping  Pains  of  his  Bowels,  when 
troublefome,  were  always  relieved  by 
the  Ufe  of  the  Laudanum. 

The  five  firft  abftraded  Cafes  were  in 
Confequence  of  Agues  ;  and  from  the 
diuretic  Operation  of  the  Infufion, 
(^vith  the  three  Dofes  of  the  Tindure 
taken  by  Martha  Bentley,)  the  dropfi- 
cal  Symptoms  in  four  of  them  were 

G  a  fpeedily 
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fpeedily  cured,  and  much  relieved  in 
the  fifth. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  objcded  by  fome, 
that  thefe  Cafes  are  not  in  Point  ;  be- 
caufe  dropfical  Symptoms,  brought  on 
by  Agues  already  cured,  will  in  general 
fubfide  by  the  mere  Effort  of  Nature. 
But  when  it  is  confidered,  that  thofe 
Cafes  were  the  Confequencesof  fome  of 
the  worff,  and  mofl  obftinate  of  the  late 
Epidemic  Agues  ;  and  that  the  Pati- 
ents recovered  in  a  ihorter  Time,  than 
they  could  have  done,  from  the  natu- 
ral Return  of  Strength,  after  fuch  a 
'  State  of  Debility  ;  and  that  the  Difap- 
pearance  of  the  dropfical  Symptoms, 
correfponded  precifely  with  the  diure-- 
tic  Effeds  of  the  Medicine  ;  it  muft  be 
allowed  that  fuch  Fads,  are  neither 
ambiguous  nor  foreign  to  the  Subjed. 

The  dropfical  Affedion  of  Francis 
Gough,  arifmg  from  Debility  occafion- 
ed  by  hh  late  Fever,  and  cured  by  the 
fame  Means,  ifands  precifely  in  the 
Predicament  with  the  preceding. 


In 
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In  the  five  Cafes  next  fucceeding, 
the  dropfical  Swellings  were  not  in 
Confequencc  of  any  feverifti  Com- 
plaints, and  as  they  had  been  of  fome 
Continuance,  there  was  no  Likelihood 
of  their  being  fpeedily  relieved  by  the^ 
mere  Effort  of  Nature  ;  therefore  tht 
Benefit  which  enfued,  was  more  point-^ 
ediy  the  Effea  of  the  Medicine,  whof^ 
Operation  was  evidently  diuretic  in  all 
the  Cafes,  and  very  ftrongly  fo  in  Sarah^ 
.  Brindley's. 

In  the  two  next  Cafes,  I  have  faicf 
curedchie/ly  by  the  Infufion  Sec.  becaufe 
as  the  Difeafes  appeared  not  wholly 
depending  upon  the  Habit,  but  fome- 
what  local,  they  were  affifted  by  the 
Aid  of  Bandages  ;  otherwife  the  Medi- 
cines were  diftindly  diuretic,  and  the 
Cures  were  fpeedy,  and  fuccefsfuL 

In  the  two  iaft  Cafes,  the  Medicine 
neither  proved  diuretic,  nor  beneficial 
but  then,  the  old  Woman  was  in  the 
laft  Stage  of  an  Anafarca,  or  general 
Dropfy;  and  the  old  Man  had  been  af- 
flided  with  an  Afcites  for  fome  Time. 

He 
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He  had  alfo  been  accuftomed  to  the 
Ufe  of  Tobacco,  and  had  tried  a  great 
many  Medicines  with  no  better  EfFed. 

I  could  add  feveral  more  Cafes,  fi- 
milar  to  thofe  already  given;  but  I  ap- 
prehend the  preceding,  are  fufficient  to 
fliew  the  general  Operation,  and  Effeds 
of  the  Infufion,  as  an  hydropic  Medi- 
cine. I  ftiall  however,  fubjoin  an  Ac- 
count of  its  Succefs,  and  Failure,  m 
thirty  one  Cafes  ;  being  the  Refult  of 
my  whole  Experience  of  it  in  dropfical 
Complaints.

WILLIAM  IMS,  near  Ruge- 
ley,  aged  34,  has  a  conftant  Fairi 
in  the  Region  of  the  Kidnies.  It  is 
much  worfe  by  Paroxyfms,  with  fre- 
quent Motions  of  the  Bladder,  and  con- 
fiderable  Difficulty  in  making  Water, 
which  is  high  coloured,  and  contains 
a  lateritious  Sediment.  His  Stomach 
is  fwelled  and  painful,  from  Flatulence, 
attended  with  Erudations  :  his  Appe- 
tite is  impaired,  and  his  Belly  bound  :

TH  E  Complaint  of  William  Ims, 
appeared  to  be  a  ftrong  marked 
Paroxyfm  of  Dyfuria  Calculofa,  (or 
what  is  commonly  called  a  Fit  of  the 
Gravel,)  attended  with  a  very  painful 
Difficulty  of  pafling  Urine.  Having 
tried  the  Infufioh  in  fome  Difeafcs, 
wherein  it  had  proved  anodyne,  as  well 
as  diuretic,  I  was  encouraged  to  make 
a  Trial  of  it  in  this  Cafe.  Accordingly 
it  was  adminiftered,  and  the  Succefs 
exceeded  Expectation.  ,We  find  the 
Patient  was  fenfibly  relieved,  by  the  ve- 
ry firft  Dofe  ;  and  completely  cured  by 
the  third. 

In  the  Cafe  of  Badger,  the  jSuccefs 
was  alfo  very  confpicuous;  for  certain- 
ly the  Flow  of  Urine  in  twenty  four 
Hours,  after  taking  the  Preparation,  e- 
qualling  in  Quantity,  what  had  been 
paired  for  five  Days  before,  and  being 
attended  with  correfponding  Relief,  ad- 
mitted of  no  Doubts  with  regard  to  the 
beneficial  Operation  of  the  Medicine.

The  five  following  Cafes  of  Dyfury, 
from  Gravel,  were  ftrongly  c ha ra deri- 
ved ;  two  of  them  were  in  a  (hort 
Tim^e  cured,  and  three  materially  re- 
lieved by  the  Infufion  ;  which  alfo 
fpeedily  cured  the  Complaints  of 
Northwpod  and  Brookfhaw,  although 
not  apparently  arifing  from  Gravel, 

The  Dyfury  of  Mrs.  T.  was  attended 
with  violent  and  irregular  Paroxyfms, 
and  in  this  Cafe,  the  Infufion  neither 
promoted  Urine,  nor  procured  Relief. 
It  was  obferved  that  the  Vertigo  was 
very,  flight,  perhaps  the  Medicine  was 
underdofed.

To  fpeak  however  in  more  general 
Terms,  the  Infufion  appears  to  be 
powerfully  anodyne,'  and  diuretic  '  in 
Cafes  of  Dyfury  ;  thereby  abating 
Pain,  relaxing  the  urinary  Paflages,  and 
promoting  Urine  ;  and  in  Dyfuries  a- 
rifing  from  the  Gravel,  greatly  facilita- 
ting the  Expulfion  of  calculous,  or 
gritty  Matter.

It  is  fomewhat  fmgular,  that  the  In- 
fufion  proved  Diuretic  in  fixteen,  of 
the  preceding  eighteen  Cafes,  and  only 
Laxative  in  two  i  as  we  (hall  find  thefe 
Operations  in  a  different  Proportion,

when  we  come  to  examinje  its  Effeds, 
upon  a  larger  Scale,  including  many  o- 
ther  Complaints  befides  Dyfuries. 

Perhaps  the  anodyne  Quality  of  the 
Medicine,  by  relaxing  the  painful  Con- 
ftridion  of  the  urinary  PafTages,  and 
thereby  greatly  removing  Obftruaion,- 
might  prove  fuch  an  Afliftant  to  its  u- 
fual  diuretic  EfFed,  as  to  account  for  fo 
large  a  Proportion  of  the  Cafes,  beiijg 
diftinguilhed  by  that  Operation.

Obfervations  on  the  tlfe  of  Clyjlers  of 
Tobacco i  in  the  Treatment  of  the  Colic i 

I Have  prefcribed  Clyfters  of  the  Iri- 
fufion  of  Tobacco,  in  feveral  Cafes 
of  the  Colic,  (after  the  ufual  Means  had 
failed,)  with  confiderable  Succefs.  They 
feem  to  ad,  principally  by  their  ano- 
dyne, naufeo-relaxant  EfFeds  upon  the 
Syftem,  and  ftimulating  Effeds  upon 
the  Redum  ;  thereby  procuring  fome 
immediate  Eafe,  and  a  fpeedy  Expulfi- 
bn  of  the  obftruding  indurated  Faeces.. 

I  have  already  obferved  in  the  Pre- 
face, that  Clyfters  ofTobacco  are  fome- 
times  adminiftered  in  modern  I'radice; 
arid  it  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that 
they  are  not  in  more  general  Ufe  ;  for 
I  am  thoroughly  perfuaded,  that  in 
Cafes  of  the  Colic,  they  would  prove 
more  fuccefsful,  than  any  other  Kind 
with  which  we  are  acquainted. 

I  believe  an  Ounce  of  the  Infufion, 
will  be  found  a  medium  Dofe  in  a  Clyf-

/ 
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ter,  for  an  Adult  of  an  ordinary  Con- 
flitution  ;  but  I  have  not  yet  had  a 
fufficient  Number  of  thefe  Cafes,  to  en- 
able me  to  afcertain  this  Point,  with  fo 
much  Accuracy  as-I  could  wifh.  The 
general  Rule  however,  which  I  have 
laid  down  for  myfelf,  is  this.  Suppof- 
ing  a  common  Clyfter  to  have  been  ad- 
miniftered  without  Effe<5l,  I  would  or- 
der one  of  an  Ounce  of  the  Infufion, 
(agreeable  to  the  preceding  Obfervati- 
on,)  in  half  a  Pint  of  Milk,  or  common 
Gruel,  to  be  immediately  injeded.  If 
this  procured  no  relieving  Stool,  or 
excited.no  Giddinefs,  or  Naufea,  con- 
tinuing for  the  Space  of  thirty,  forty, 
or  fixty  Minutes,  (thefe  laft  Effeds,  in 
obftinate  Conftipations,  moft  frequently 
preceding  its  laxative  Operation,)  then 
I  would  gradually  iricreafe  the  Strength 
of  the  future  Injedidns,  till  one  or  b- 
ther  of  thefe  Effeds  ftiould  take  Place. 

By  this  Mode  of  proceeding,  the  Pow- 
ers of  the  Medicine,  (whether  fuccefsful 
or  not)  will  be  fully  tried  in  the  Space 
of  a  few  Hours  a  Matter  of  ferious 
Confequence,  where  Sufpenfe  is  diftref- 
fing,  and  Delay  dangerous.  CHAP.

Sort  above  prefcribed,  is  commonly  fold  in  the  Sh.ops,  upder  the 
TuleofTHE  BEST  VIRGINIAN  Tobacco. 

The  Pharmaceutic  Hiftory  of  Tobacco  according  to  Lewis,  i? 
given  us  in  the  following  Paragraph.  (Materia  Medica,  P,  390.) 

"  The  leaves  of  tobacco  have  a  (trong  difagreeable  fmell,  and 
a  very  acrid  burning  tafte.  They  give  out  their  acrid  matter 
both  to  water  and  fpirit,  modperfeflly  to  the  latter:  the  aque- 
ous infufions  are  of  a  yellow  or  brown  colour,  thefpirituous  of  a 
deep  green.  They  yield  nothing  confiderable  in  diffillation 
•with  either  menftruum :  neverthelefs  their  acrimony  is  greatly 
abated  in  the  infpiffation  of  the  tindures,  the  watery  extraft 
beinglefs  pungent  than  the  leaves  themfelves.and  the  fpirituous 
not  much  more  fo.  The  feveral  forts  of  tobacco  brought  from 
abroad,  are  ftronger  in  tafte  than  that  of  our  own  growth,  and 
the  extfadts  made  from  ihcmmuch  more  fiery,  but  in  lefs  quan- 
tity."

OBSERVATIONS. 

WHEN  I  firft  was  defirous  of  try- 
ing the  Effeds  of  Tobacto,  it 
occurred  to  me,  that  if  a  certain  Por- 
tion of  the  Herb  was  materated  for  a 
limited  Time,  in  a  given  Quantity  of 
aqueous  Menftruum,    afTifted  by  the 
temperate  and  Heady  Heat  of  boiling 
Water  ,*  it  would  be  likely  to  produce 
a  Medicine  of  a  conftant  and  equal 
Strength,  and  perhaps  fomewhat  mild- 
er in  its  Efieds,  than  by  any  other 
Mode  of  Preparation.    Accordingly  I 
prefcribed  the  preceding  Infufion,  and 
my  Expectations  were  not  difappointed. 
It  has  alfo  been  found  of  fufficient  Ac- 
tivity, to  admit  of  being  divided  into 
Dofes  by  Drops  ;   for  which  Reafon,  I 
have  never  had  Occafion  to  alter  the 
Proportion  of  the  Plant,  firft  prefcribed. 
But  if  any  one  fhould  think  the  Num- 
ber of  Drops,  necelfary  to  a  Dofe,  more 
than  convenient  ;  that  Objedion  may 
be  eafily  obviated,  by  increafmg  the 
Strength  of  the  Infufion. 

K  Of 
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Of  the  Chalybeate  Pills,  I  have  pre- 
fcribed  many  Thoufands  ;  and  in  ca- 
chedic  Habits,  marked  by  extreme  Pale^ 
nefs  of  Face,  and  Lips;  a  general  Sen/a- 
tton  of  coldnefs  of  the  Body,  tfpecially  of 
the  Feet ;  a  feeble  Pulfe,  accompanied  with 
general  chronic  Weaknefs,  and  not  de- 
pending on  any  permanent  organic 
Difeafe,!  havefound  them  of  the  great- 
eft  Service  :  and  (were  it  not  foreign 
to  the  prefent  Subjed,)  could  produce 
feveral  pointed  Cafes^of  theii:  Efficacy. 

I  confider  the  Salt  of  Steel  as  the 
beft  Preparation  of  that  Metal,  for  it 
appears  by  far  the  moft  certain  and 
powerful  in  its  EfFeds,  and  fo  much 
fuperior  to  the  Bark,  as  a  general  Cor- 
roborant, that  I  am  greatly  furprized 
that  it  has  not  been  more  generally  re- 
lied on  in  modern  Practice:  efpecially 
as  it  has  been  fo  highly  recommended 
by  certain  Authors  of  great  Reputation, 
in  the  Beginning  of  the  prefent  Cen- 
tury. 

The  TinAure,  Wine,  and  Vinegar  of 
Tobacco,  are  prepared  with  the  fame 

Proportion 
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Proportion  of  the  Herb  as  the  Infufion, 
and  have  been  found,  as  well  as  the 
Pills,  upon  feveral  Trials,  to  be  power- 
fully diuretic.  The  Infufion  however 
having  anfwered  fo  well,  it  has  been  al- 
moft  conftantly  ufed,  and  therefore  I 
am  not  prepared  to  fpeak  with  Accu- 
racy; of  the;,  comparative  Merits  of 
thefe  feveral  Preparations;  but  am  well 
fatisfied,  they  may  each  of  them  be  di- 
reded  to  very  good  Purpofes,  in  the 
Hands  of  a  Ikilful  Prefcriber. 


CHAP. 
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C  H  A  p.  V, 

General  Ohfervations  on  the  E^eSis 
pf  Tobacco,  inter Jperfed  with  prakical 
Rules  and  Cautions* 

T  Have  tried  the  Effeds  of  Tobacco  in 
^  a  great  many  Dileafes,  befides  Drop- 
fies,  Dyfuries,  and  the  Colic  ;  and  al- 
though the  Number  of  Cafes  under 
each  Genus,  have  been  too  few  to  ena- 
ble me  to  deduce  from  them,  any  gene- 
ral pradical  Conclufions  ;  yet  it  may 
reafonably  be  expeded,  that  I  fhould 
make  a  few  Kemarks  upon  this  Part  of 
my  Experience.  They  will  at  leaft  give 
fome  further  Idea,  of  |the  general  Line 
of  Invefiigation  that  has  been  adopted, 
and  may  probably  afford  forae  ufeful 
Hints,  to  future  Encjuirers  upon  this 
Subjed. 

I  have  prescribed  the  Infufion,  in 
many  eruptive  Cafes, particularly  thole 
commonly  called  fcorbutic  j  and  in 
fome  of  them  with  Succefs.  I  have 
alfo  tried  it  in  feveral  Cafes  of  Coughs, 
and  Aflhmas,  in  which  it  has  frequent- 
ly 
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ly  proved  expei^orant,  and  procured 
Relief  :  alfo  in  fome  Cafes  of  nervous 
Head-Ach,  and  againft  fome  particular 
hyfteric  Symptoms,  with  Advantage. 
In  feveral  other  Difeafes,  in  which  it 
has  been  exhibited,  its  Effeds  have 
•  like wife  been  found  beneficial  and  flat- 
tering; while  in  others,  it  has  procured 
no  Relief. 

A  conftant  Pain  of  four  Months 
Continuance,  attending  a  white  Swel- 
ling of  the  Elbow,  in  a  Cafe  of  Scro- 
phula,  has  been  entirely  removed  by 
the  Adminiftration  of  the  Infufion  for 
eight  Days.  And  a  ftrong  marked 
Tympanites  Intcftinalis,  (or  Tympany 
from  Flatulence  in  the  Bowels,)  of  two 
Years  Continuance,  after  the  Trial  of 
various  Remedies  with  little  or  no  Be- 
nefit, has  been  furprizingly  relieved  by 
Clyfters  of  Tobacco,  prepared  fome- 
what  ftronger  than  ihofe  dire6led  in 
the  Treatment  of  the  Colic.  Their  O- 
peration  was  moderately  purgat;ive, 
accompanied  with  Naufea,  Vertigo,  a 
copious  Perfpiration,  and  much  Dif- 
charge  of  Wind. 

I 
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I  have  not  yet  had  an  Opportunity 
of  trying  the  Medicine  in  biliary  cal- 
culous Cafes  ;  but  when  I  confider 
how  ferviceable  jt  has  been  in  feveral 
nephritip  Cafes,  and  what  a  ftriking 
Analogy  exifls  between  the  Parts  affec^l- 
ed  in  theje  Paroxyfms,  and  in  thoje 
which  arife  from  Gall  Stones,  and  alfo 
of  the  fymptomatic  Affection  of  the 
Stomach  in  both ;  and  that  the  proxi- 
mate Caufe  of  each  Complaint,  is  an 
Irritation  of  membranous  Tubes  from 
the  Adion  of  Calculi  or  Concretions, 
there  certainly  is  Reafon  to  hope,  it 
may  likewife  prove  ufeful  in  Paroxyfn^s 
from  biliary  Calculi. 

The  immediate  Effed  of  the  Infufi- 
ori,  in  every  Cafe,  is  a  pungent  and 
tranfient  Senfation  of  Heat  in  the 
Throat,  which  is  frequently  fucceed- 
ed  by  a  Senfe  of  Warmth  at  the  Sto- 
mach, as  if  the  Patient  had  taken  a 
fmall  Dram. 

The  next  general  Effed  of  the  Me-' 
dicine,  taken  in  a  moderate  Dofe,  is 
Diuretic,  either  with,  or  without,  a 
flight  Vertigo,  or  Giddinefs.    In  a  full 

Dof?, 
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Dofe,  it  is  more  certainly  Diuretic,  of* 
ten  Laxative,  generally  attended  with 
Giddinefs,  and  frequently  with  Naufea, 
or  Squeamiflinefs. 

In  painful  Cafes,  for  the  moft  Part 
it  proves  Anodyne. 

It  will  in  fome  Patients  Caufe  a 
Drowfinefs,  and  promote  Sleep  ;  and  in 
<5thers,  a  Drowfinefs,  accompanied  with 
a  Senfe  of  Heat,  and  ReftlefTnefs. 

It  has  now  and  then  produced  in 
certain  Cafes,  Griping,  and  Purging  ; 
in  others,  Vomiting,  or  Sweating  ;  and 
in  others,  a  Head-Ach,  or  Trembling. 

It  has  in  fome  few  Inftances,  (con- 
trary to  its  laxative  Quality,)  induced  a 
Tendency  to  Coftivenefs  ;  and  in  two 
or  three  Cafes,  it  has  caufed  a  iranfient 
Confufion  of  Ideas. 

But  thefe  latter  Elfe6ls  of  griping, 
purging,  8cc.  (provided  the  Medicine 
be  given  with  proper  Care  and  Atten- 
tion,) occur  but  feldom,  and  arc  of 

ftiort 
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fhort  Duration,  and  therefore  ought 
not  to  be  efteemed  a  Part  of  its  ordina- 
ry Operation. 

It  is  neceflary  however  when  they  do 
occur,  to  fufpend  the  Ufe  of  the  Medi- 
cine, till  they  are  abated  ;  and  to  re- 
gulate the  future  Dofes  accordingly. 

In  order  to  give  a  more  corre<^l  Idea 
of  the  ordinary  Operation  of  the  Infu- 
fion,  I  fhall  here  exhibit  a  comparative 
View,  of  its  principal,  or  moft  ge- 
neral Effeds  on  the  human  Syftem,  in 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  Cafes  :  of  this

It  is  of  material  Confequence,  to  be 
accurate  in  the  Dofes  of  an  adive  Me- 
dicine 'j  and  therefore  Attention  ought 
to  be  paid  to  this  Circumftance.  The 
Mode  of  Drops,  has  been  generally 
thought  the  moft  convenient,  for  the 
dofmg  of  liquid  Medicines,  of  the  more 

adive 
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active  Kind  i  although  there  are  more 
Circumftances,  which  are  liable  to  vary 
the  Size  of  Drops,  than  moft  People  are 
aware,  of. 

If  however  the  Infufion  be  carefully 
dropped,  from  a  two  Ounce-Vial,  with 
a  broad  Margin,  and  little  more  than 
half  full,  it  will  be  found  accurate' e^ 
nough  for  our  Furpofe. 

There  aire  ^t .  prefent  in  tjfe,  with 
fome  Apothecaries, certain  two  Ounce- 
Glafs  Meafures;  §  which  are  graduated 
into  fixteen  Parts,  for  the  Purpofe  of 
meafuring  Drams.  And  as  a  Dram  by 
Meafure,  (  if  accurately  graduated,) 
Contains  about  eighty  or  eighty  four 
Drops  of  the  Infufion,  this  Mode  of 
proportioning  the  Medicine,  may  be 
dopted  for  the  Sake  of  Expedition, 
when  the  Dofes  are  large.

§  It  is  to  be  wifhed  that  thefe  graduated  Meafures,  were  in- 
troduced into  every  Apothecary's  Shopyfor  the  Purpofe  of  pro- 
portioning the  Dofes  of  ihofe  hquid  officinal  Medicines,  which 
are  difpenfed  by  Drams  :  for  Nothing  was  ever  worfe  calculat- 
ed for  the  IMeafurement  of  the  eighth  Part  of  an  Ounce,  than, 
the  common  Pewter  Ounce-Mcafure  of  the  Shops.  The  gra- 
duated glafs  Meafures  may  be  had  fiom  the  Druggids  in  Lon- 
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But  when  the  Dofes  are  fmall,  or  a 
nice  Variation  becomes  requifite,  in 
prder  to  obtain  the  proper  Effeds  ;  the 
Mode  of  dropping  it,  as  already  defcri- 
bed,  ought  certainly  to  be  preferred. 

I  have  found,  that  the  ftrongeft  eva- 
cuating Operations  of  the  Medicine, 
(efpecially  when  it  ads  as  a  Diuretic,) 
have  been  generally  preceded  by  more 
or  lefs  either  of  Vertigo,  or  Naufea,  or 
both  ;  but  that  the  vital  Fundions  are 
not  at  all,  or  very  little  difturbed  by 
thefe  EfFeds. 

It  appears  therefore  advifable,  (uri- 
lefs  the  evacuative  EfFeds  fhould  firft 
happen  to  tale  Place,)  fo  to  increafe, 
and  regulate  the  Dofes,  that  a  Vertigo, 
or  Naufea  may  be  excited,  for  the  fpace 
of  fifteen,  thirty,  or  forty  Minutes  ;  by 
which  Means,  the  Medicine  will  be 
mofl  likely  to  exert  its  operative  Pow- 
ers. 

Nor  ought  we  to  be  at  all  alarmed, 
at  thefe  EfFeds,  in  a  moderate  Degree. 
The  exciting  a  Naufea  by  Ipecacuan, 
Tartar  Emetic,  and  EfFence  of  Antimo- 
ny, 
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ny,  is  now  in  daily  Pradice  ;  and  as 
for  the  Vertigo,  it  is  frequently  not  e- 
qual  to  the  Intoxication,  which  ufual- 
ly  attends  young  Smokers.  For  when 
it  continues  but  for  a  fhort  Time,  and 
is  not  accompanied  with  Naufea,  many 
of  my  Patients,  (efpecially  thofe  who 
have  painful  Complaints,  )  feem  to 
think  it  no  more  than  a  pleafing  Kind 
of  Intoxication. 

■  It  appears  from  many  Experiments, 
that  the  Average-Dole  for  an  Adult, 
(fufficient  to  produce  the  EfFeds  juft 
defcribed,)  will  be  about  eighty  Drops 
of  the  Infufion  ;  or  to  fpeak  with  fome 
Latitude,  from  fixty  Drops  to  one  hun- 
dred, and  to  be  repeated  twice  a  Day. 

The  p  rope  re  ft  Times  for  adminifter- 
ing  the  Medicine,  are  two  Hours  before 
Dmner,  and  at  Bed-time  ;  it  being  ob- 
ferved  to  difagree  the  moft  with  the 
Stomach,  in  a  Morning  fading.  And 
fuch  is  the  Difference  between  Morning 
and  Night,  that  almoft  every  Patient 
will  require  to  take  one  fourth,  (  and 
fome  even  one  third,)  lefs  in  the  Fore- 

h  ^  r.oon, 
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noon,  than  in  the  Evening  ;  in  order 
to  enable  them  to  bear  the  Dofes,  with 
equal  Convenience. 

The  Infufion  fliould  a  Ways  be  adr 
miniftered  in  fome  Vehicle;  which  may 
either  be  Water,  Cordial  Julep,  .  or 
Draught,  at  the  Pleafure  of  the  Prer 
fcriber. 

The  common  Dofes  juft  mentioned, 
relate  only  to  Adults  of  an  ordinary 
Conflitutjon ;  for  it  deferves  particular 
Notice,  that  between  Conftitutions, 
which  are  very  nervous  and  irritable, 
and  thofe  which  are  very  robuft,  or 
torpid,  or  long  accuftomed  to  the  Ufe 
of  Tobacco,  the  Dofes  will  admit  of  ve- 
ry great,  and  furprizing  Variations. 

In  the  Number  of  the  preceding  Ca^ 
fes,  Sarah  Dudley  was  a  ftriking  Exam- 
ple of  the  former,  and  Charles  Nicols 
of  the  latter  ;  for  twenty  five  Drops  of 
the  Infufion,  produced  Ifronger  Effe6is 
upon  the  Woman,  who  was  weak  and 
pervous  ;  than  four  hundred  on  the 
'-  '  Man 
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Man,  who  was  torpid  through  Age, 
and  accuftomed  to  the  Ufe  of  Tobacco. 

As  a  further  lUuftration  of  this 
Point,  I  fhall  here  annex  a  comparative 
View,  of  the  Dofes  of  the  Infufion,  ad- 
miniftered  in  ninety  four  Cafes  of  A-r 
duits  ;  taking  the  Medium- Dofe  of 
each  Cafe,  and  reducing  the  whole  into 
four  Claffes,  according  to  ^he  Number 
of  Drops.

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From  this  View,  it  will  appear  what 
a  ftriking  Variation  of  Dofes,  arifes 
from  the  fole  Difference  of  the  Sex  ;  as 
upon  an  Average,  the  Ages  on  each 
Side  were  equal  :  for  in  the  firft  Clais, 
the  Patients  were  almoft  entirely  Wo- 
men ;  in  the  fecond,  the  Nurnber  of 
each  Sex  was  nearly  equal;  in  the 
third,  almoft  all  Men  j  ^nd  in  the 
fourth,  entirely  Men. 

Seeing  the  Diverfity  of  Dofes  is  fo 
great,.  I  would  lay  it  down  as  a  RuV? 
(by  Way  of  Caution,)  to  begin  with  fix- 
ty  Drops,  or  three  fourths  of  the  Medi- 
tim-Dofe,  in  a  Cafe  of  an  ordinnry 
Conftitution,  and  with  forty  Drops,  or 
one  half  of  the  Medium-Dofe,  in  a  Cafa 
of  a  delicate  one  ;  and  to  increaie  the 
Number  of  Drops,  by  five,  eight,  or  ten 
at  a  Time,  till  by  their  obvious 
on  the  Syflem,  the  proper  Dofe  fliali  be 
ifcertained. 

But  if  the  Patient  fhould  be  a  Male, 
and  the  Conftitution  robuft,  torpid,  or 
accuftomed  to  the  Ufe  of  Tobacco,  we 
may  fafely  venture  to  begin  witheighty, 

ninety, 
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ninety,  or  one  hun^Feti  Dmps;  and 
thus,  with  more  Expedition,  regulate 
the  future  Dofes  aeeordir^g  to  the  E£- 
feds. 

Eighty  Drops  of  the  Infufionj  be>i?ig 
found  an  Average-Dofe  for  an  Adrult,  it 
would  appear  reafonable  to  Goncl'ude 
that  fixty  Drops,  for  a  Patient  of  fifteen 
Years  of  Age,  forty  for  one  often,  and 
twenty  for  one  of  five,  would  be  in  pro- 
portion :  and  upon  Trial  I  have  fQun4 
thefe  Dofes  not  far  from  the  Mark.  But- 
I  have  met  with  feveral  InftanceSA 
wherein  the  Medicine  has  aflfe^led  thefa 
Patients,  more  in  Proportion  than  A- 
dults  j  and  therefore  the  Precept  for 
beginning  with  an  inferior  Dofe,  a'nd 
increafing  it  by  Degrees,  until  it  prp-' 
duce  the  defired  Effe^ls,  is  more  p3.rti- 
cularly  applicable  to  young  Subjeft>. 

To  Children  under  five  Years  of 
Age,  I  have  feldom  ventured  to  adrniT 
nifter  it  ;  becaufe  they  could  not  fQ 
well  defcribe,  the  Effe(Bs  of  fo  adive  a 
Medicine. 


Whenever 
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Whenever  the  Infufion  is  adminifter- 
ed,  in  a  proportionably  large  Dofe,  by 
Way  of  Clyfier,  the  fame  proportional; 
Allowances  (as  thofe  already  defcribed) 
muft  be  made,  for  the  Difference  of 
Age,  Sex,  and  Conftitution  ;  otherwife 
we  muft  not  be  furprized,  if  the  Effeds 
of  the  Medicine,  be  found  contrary  to 
our  Exped:ations. 

If  the  Medicine  has  been  u fed  for 
fome  Weeks,  it  will  be  found  neceifary 
in  feveral  Inftances,  to  increafe  the 
Dofes  from  Time  to  Time,  in  order  to 
continue  their  operative  Effeds,  in  the 
fame  Degree. 

Yet  this  Rule  is  not  without  Excep- 
tions >  for  there  are  fome  Cafes,  in 
which,  either  from  Idiofyncrafy,  or 
accidental  Circumftanees,  it  will  difa- 
gree,  after  it  has  been  fuccefsfully  ex- 
hibited for  fome  Time;  although  the 
Inftances  are  very  rare.  When  howevei", 
fuch  Cafes  do  occur,  it  will  in  like 
Manner,  be  found  neceffary  to  lefteri 
the  Dofes,  until  no  more  than  the  dc- 
fired  Effeds  are  produced. 
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In  thefe  Cafes  likewife,  as  well  as  in 
all  thofe,  where  a  moderate  Dofe  of  In- 
fufion  feems  to  difagree,  the  Cordial 
Julep  as  a  Vehicle,  will  in  general  be 
found  preferable  to  Water,  for  the  Pur* 
pofe  of  rendering  it  more  grateful  to 
the  Stomach. 

I  have  feen  a  few  Inftances,  wherein 
the  fenfible  Operation  of  the  Medicine, 
when  ufed  for  a  Continuance,  has  in  a 
great  Meafure  fubfided.  Whenever 
this  happens,  its  adminiftration  ought 
to  be  omitted  for  a  Seafon;  and  then, 
if  we  wifli  to  repeat  it,  the  former  Ef- 
fects will  (in  general)  again  take  Place, 
to  a  certain  Degree.  Nor  fhould  this 
Part  of  the  Hiftory  of  Tobacco,  at  all  ex^ 
cite  Surprize;  fmce  it  is  well  known,  in 
how  fhort  a  Time,  the  ftrong  Effe6ls  of 
it  will  difappear,  in  young  Smoker§. 

Perhaps  fome  of  my  medical  Read- 
ers may  think  I  have  been  prolix,  on 
this  Pait  of  my  Subjed;  but  JL  muft 
beg  the  Favor  of  them  to  fufpend  their 
Judgment,  till  they  themfelves  have 
feen  the  adive  Powers  of  the  MedigineJ 

M  mi 
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and  then  I  am  ftrongly  perfaaded  they 
will  allow,  that  the  pra6lical  Rules  and 
Cautions,  which  I  have  laid  down, 
ought  not  to  be  difregarded,  by  thofe 
who  are  inclined  to  make  a  Trial  of 
its  EfFeds. 

Whilfl  however  I  am  inculcating 
Care  and  Attention,  I  would  not  have 
any  one  infer  from  this  Circumflance', 
that  the  Medicine  requires  more  Know- 
ledge and  Caution  in  adminiftering  it, 
than  many  adive  Medicines  which  are 
daily  in  Ufe  ;  but  whofe  Operations 
are  well  known.  Thefe  Precautions 
-therefore  arife  chiefly,  from  my  confi- 
dering  it  as  a  Novelty  in  modern  Prac- 
tice, for  if  ever  it  fhould  come  into  fre- 
quent Ufe,  I  have  no  Doubt,  but  it  will 
be  ordered  with  as  much  Facility  and 
Confidence,  as  we  now  prefcribe  Opi- 
um, Mercury,  and  Antimony. 

Upon  the  Whole,  from  the  Fads, 
and  Obfervations,  which  have  been 
adduced,  relative  to  the  medicinal  Pro- 
perties, and  Virtues  of  Tobacco,  it  ap- 
pears reafonable  to  draw  the  following 
Conclufions.  ifl, 
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ift.  That  the  Infufion  of  Tobacco  is 
very  generally  diuretic* 

2d.  That  it  is.  an  efficacious  Medi- 
cine in  dropfical  Cafes,  its  Succefs 
itrikingly  correfponding  with  its  diu- 
retic EfFeds. 

3d.  That  it  is  anodyne,  and  frequent- 
ly /^z  a;  ^i/ir;^,  and  therefore  likely  to 
prove  ufeful '  in  -many  painful  Cafes, 
•where  Coftivenefs  may  render  Opiate^ 
exceptionable. 

4th.  That  it  is  of  great  Service  in 
Cafes  of  Dyfury,{or  painful  Difficulty  in 
paffing  Urine,)  by  giving  Eafe,  and  fuc- 
cefsfuljy  promoting  that  Difcharge. 

5th.  That  it  is  a  moft  powerful  Re^ 
medy,  by  Way  of  Clyller,  in  obftjnate 
Cafes  of  the  Colic. 

I  fliall  now  difmifs  this  Subje^,  flat^ 
tering  myfelf  that  the  candid  Reader 
will  excufe  the  Errors  and  Imperfec- 
tions he  may  have  difcovered,  in  this 
my  firll  Attempt,  to  explore  the  Pro- 
perties of  a  powerful,  but  negle(^ed 
Medicine.  I  am  fenfible  that  many 
more  Fads  are  neceffary  to  afcertain 

with 
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with  Precifion,  its  complicated  opera- 
tive EfFedls  upon  the  human  Syftem ; 
and  that  a  wide  Field  ftill  lies  open, 
for  inveftigating  by  Experiment,  its 
medicinal  Virtues  in  the  Treatment  of 
the  different  Difeafes,  in  which  it  is 
likely  to  become  ufeful. 

In  the  mean  Time,  if  from  the  Peru- 
fal  of  thefe  Reports,  the  learned  Facul- 
ty of  this  experimental  and  difcerning 
Age,  fhall  be  induced  to  make  Trial  of 
its  Effeds,and  thereby  find  it  a  valuable 
MedicinEj  the  Intention  of  this  Publica- 
tion will  be  anfwered.
